day police all along to get evidence 
against Chief W a r r e n t o n he has told 
him time and time again th a t Warren 
were o utd oing his duty. and t hat he 
wanted evidence enough to convict 
him so as to get rid of him. De this as 
it may Mayor Sinclair refused by hi* 
silence a t the comm ittee meet ing last 
night to suspend Warren pending in­ 
vestigation. 
Dunean further claims 
th at the mayor offered him police as­ 
sistance to m ake raids b u t made no 
a tte m p t to compel Warren to do bl* 
work. lacking the backbone to make 
such demand of the chief. 
Duncan 
says that the police, chief and mayor 
once held a conference and th e mayor 
told them all to do their duty but 
Warren called him 
Duncan) aside 
and told him to "keep hi* feet od t he 
grass" and that "the d — 
old fool 
was trying to run the town, but lie 
would show bim th a t be couldn't do 
it:’* th a t he “ was running things to 
suit himself." 
Duncan says be did 
not Intend to charge th e mayor with 
crime, b u t will do so, and prove him 
derelict in bls duties if he does not 
suspend Warren. 
When the commit tee, made up of 
Everson, Donnelly, I’ugh, Kelley and 
Rogers, began its work,every member 
was present: the accused occupied i 
comfortable seat. Mayor Sinclair was 
in an excellent position for observa­ 
tion, Duncan was where he could 
hear all th a t w ent on. and Solicitor 
Irones, wearing a look of wisdom, sat 
ready to dispose of any legal questions 
thai m ight arise. T h e newspaper re­ 
porters were the only other people In 
the 
room, 
not 
a citizen of 
the 
place Interesting 
him self 
enough 
to attend 
th e 
hearing. 
Perhaps
